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GO iSD TELL JESUS. 



"And hia dlBcIplea came and took tip the 
body and buried it, and went and told 
Jemis." — MiTTHEW 14; 12. 

As if to illustrate the nature and 
test the efficacy of His great and 
graeioi^ expedient of saving sin- 
nera, it pleased the redeeming God 
that the Jifsi sabject of death 
should be a believer in the Lord 
Josas, Scarcely bad the righteous 
Abel laid his bleeding lamb upon 
the altar — that altar and that Iamb 
ill expr^sive of the trath, and 
radiant with the gloiy of the per- 
KOn and work of the coming Sav. 
our — ere he was called to seal 
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with his blood tho faith in Christ 
he had professed. But if the first 
victim, he was also the first victor 
He fell by death, bnfc he fell a con 
qiievor of death. He lost the via- 
tory, hut ho won the battle. Thus 
was the " last enemy" foiled in hia 
very Jirsl assault upon our race. 
The point of his lance was then 
turned, the venom of hia eting was 
then impaired, and, robbed of hia 
prey, he saw in the pale and gory 
forai his shaft had Md low the first 
one of that glorious race of con- 
fessors, that "noble army of mar- 
tyrs," who in all succeeding agea 
should overcome sin, hell, and 
death, by the blood of the Lamb. 

It was on an occasion similar to 
the death of the fii^t martyr, that 
the passage suggesting the subject 
of these pages was written, Fali- 
mg a sacrffice to his fidelity, as 
Abel had to his faith, John was 
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now a mangled corpse — the vic- 
tim of Herod's sin and cruelty. 
Taking up tlie headless body of 
their master, the disciples of John 
bore it to the tomb, and then went 
and poured their tale of woe into 
the ear, and laid their crashing sor- 
row upon the heart of Jesus. '^And 
his disciples came and took up the 
body ana bwried it, and west amd 
TOLD Jesus." It "was, perhaps, 
theii' first direct communication 
with the Saviour. They had 
known but Uttle of Jesns until 
now. Another being had engaged 
their interest, and occupied their 
thoughts. Absorbed in their ad- 
miration of the star that heralded 
its approach, they had scarcely 
caught sight of the Sim which had 
jnst appeared above the horizon. 
In vain had John, with character- 
istic lowliness, reminded them that 
he was not the Messiah, and but 
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His forerunner. Wedded to their 
master, they thought o:^ clung to, 
and loved only him. John mnst 
therefore die — the star paling and 
disappearing before the deepening 
^lendor of the divine ascending 
Orb. All this was the ordering of 
infinite wisdom and love. The re- 
moval of John was necessary to 
make his disoiplea better acquainted 
with Jesus. They had heard of 
Him, had seen Him, and in a mea^ 
sure believed in Him ; but they 
never fully knew or loved Him 
imtil now that profound grief 
brought them to His feet. What a 
Divine Saviour, what a loving 
Fnend, what a sympathizing Bro- 
ther Jesus was t how truly human 
in His affinities, compassionate _ in 
His heart, gentle in His spirit ! 
they had no adequate conception 
until the surge of sorrow flung 
them upon His sympathy. Ah ! 
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how they clung to Jesus bow 1 
Owning no other master, seeking 
no other friend, rep^rijig to no 
other asylnm in their lonely grie^ 
" they went and told Jesua." Fa- 
Tored disciples I honored men I 
Oh t how many now hymning their 
praises in heaven, or still watering 
their coucli with tears on earth, 
wiH alike testify that until God 
smote the earthly idol, or broke 
the human staff, or dried up the 
creature spi-ing, Justrs was to them 
as an unknown Saviour and Friend. 
Blessed, thrice blessed boitow that 
leads us to Jesus ! That sorrow — 
dark, deep, though it be — ^will wake 
the harp of the glorified to heaven's 
sweetest melody. The bitterest 
grief of the saint on earth will 
issue in the sweetest joy of the 
glorified ia heaven — because that 
gi'ief, sanctified by the Spirit, 
brought the heart into a closer al- 
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liance and sjTnpathy. with Him who 
was emphaticiuly a " man of sor- 
rows xaa acqumnted with gi-ief." 

We tnow BO much of divine 
truth, my reader, as we have in a 
meaanve a personal experience of 
it in ouv souls. The mere speciilar 
tist and notionalist in religion xs as 
unsatisfeotory and unprofitable as 
the mere theorist and declaimer in 
science. For all practical purposes 
hoth are but ciphers. The charac- 
ter and the degree of our spiritual 
knowledge begins and temunates 
in our knowledge of Christ. Christ 
is the test of its reality, the mea- 
sure of its depth, and the source 
of its growth. If you are advanc- 
ing in an experimental, sanctifying 
acquaintance with the Lord Jesus, 
you are advancing in that know- 
ledge which Paul thus estimates : 
" I count all things hut loss for the 
excellency of the knowledge of 
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Chmt Jesue my Lord." Dear 
reader, let tlie chief object of your 
study be to know the Lord Jeaus. 
It may be in the region of your 
sinfulness, emptinesa, weakness, and 
foolielmess that you learn Him. — 
nevertheless, however humiliating 
the school, slow the progress, and 
limited the attainm.ent, count every 
fresh step you make in a personal 
acquaintance with the Lord Jesus 
as a nobler triumph, and as bi-ing- 
ing you into the possession of more 
real wealth than were the whole 
arcana of human knowledge and 
science mastered, and its untold 
treasures poured at yom- feet. 
When adversity comes — when 
death approaches — when eternity 
imveila — oh I how indescribably 
valuable, how inconceivably pre- 
cious will then be one feith's touch, 
cne faith's glimpse of a crucified 
and risen Saviour! All other at- 
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ta'mmeiits then vanish, and tbe only 
knowledge that abides, soothes, 
and comforts, is a Leart-felt acquain- 
tance with the sublimest fact of the 
Gospel, that " Christ Jesits cama 
into the worlcl to save sinners.' 
Oh ! whaterer other stwdies may 
eng^e your thoughts, forget not, 
ss yoa value your eternal destiny 
to study the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Intercoiirse witU Jesus. 

The subject ■which we must keep 
prominent before us is : Intercourse 
with Jesus. That there may exist 
a serious defect in the experience 
of many Chi'istiana touching this 
point, we solemnly believe. There 
IS in the walk of many so wide a 
chasm between Jesus and their per- 
sonal and confidential fellowabip, 
as to leave upon the mind the con- 
viotion that they have no deahngs 
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with Je3U8 at all ! Hence the dis- 
tressing doubts, the timid fears, the 
obscure evidences, the beclouded 
hopes, that shade the lustre, im- 
pair the vigor, and render dubious 
the religion of so many. The se- 
cret IB, (Ae^/ have so Utile to do with 
Jesus I and, as a natural result, 
Jesus, in the bestowment of Hia 
favors, in the manifeatations of 
Himself, in the breathings of His 
love, has so Jittle to do with them ! 
Oh I how sad, that such distance 
aud coidneas should ever exist be- 
tween Christ and a soul redeemed 
with his moat precious blood ! 
What an evidence of the feJlen 
condition of our humanity, and of 
its but partial sanctification, even 
in its renewed state. 

We propose, in the further' un- 
folding of this intereating subject, 
to state the grounds upon which 
the believer is warranted to go and 
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tell Jesus — the occasions on which 
he is privileged to go and tell Jesus 
— and the ilessings that will flow 
from his going and telling Jesus. 

The fli'st spilags^ojji what Jesus 
ia mmself. The very fact that 
He whom we approach — the Beiug, 
the Saviour, the Friend with whom 
this close and constant intercoui-se 
is maintained — is Jesus, forms our 
highest encouragement, our divinest 
wai-rant. It is not every great 
peraon who is at all times accessi- 
ble. The official barriers which 
surround, or the austere address 
which maika him, may interdict 
and discourage all free and confi- 
dential approach. It is not so with 
Jesus. Infinitely great though Ha 
is — for He is the MaJier of all be- 
ings and worlds — there is not a 
being in the universe so aooessible 
as Jesus. We approach Him, and 
we find Him — sin only excepted— 
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a being jusfc like oui-selves. Ilig 
divine nature is clad witli the liu- 
man — ^His cii'Cnmstancea ai-e hnman 
— His love is human — His sympa- 
thy is homaii — Hie compassion is 
hnniao, — Hi p smile is human — His 
trids, temptations, sailTerings, and 
son-ows, are human ; all are so hu- 
man that there is not a petition 
with which we approach, growing 
out of our suffering humanity, that 
challenges not a heai'ina that 
awatens not a response. Let us 
add a few pai'tioulars. Do we go 
to Him burdened ? — ^we are in the 
presence of Him who bore the 
mighty weight of sia. Do we go 
to Him in soitow ?— we are in the 
presence of Him who was ae- 
qu^ted witli grief. Do we go to 
Him in tempation ?— we are in thg 
presence of Him who was tempted 
in all points like as we are. Carry 
we to His feet our adversities, pov- 
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erty, want ? — we ave holding audi- 
ence with Him who, when He so- 
joumecl OQ earth, was poor, home- 
less, and uuhefriended — who subsist- 
ed by charity, and had not where to 
lay His head. And, then, there is 
another eaooui-agement to our ap- 
proach growing ont of His o^cial 
relations — ^they are all in our favor. 
His prophetical office — His prfest- 
hood — His royal character, all Lave 
a relation to our varied need. Ex- 
alted as Hia position is, each sepa- 
rate office that He fills warrants 
and invites our approach. And, 
as if to crown the encouragements 
aecumulaxing around our access to 
Jesus, there are His own personal 
attractions — aU-inviting and irresis- 
tible. Every thing in the person 
of Jesas encouragea our advance. 
Boes glory charm us — does beauty 
attract us — docs love win us — does 
gentleness subdue us — does syra- 
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pathy sooUiG us — does faithililncss 
iuspii-e confiiiuiice ? — tlien, all tbis 
18 in Jesus, and all invites us to 
draw near. He is the " altogether 
lovely," and if our minds can ap- 
predate the gi-and, and our hearts 
are sensible of the tender ; if they 
feel the power of that which is su- 
perlatively great and exquisitely 
lovely, then we shall need no per- 
suasion to aiise, and go and tell 
Jesus every emotion of our souls, 
and every circumstance of our his- 
tory. Take all that is tender in 
love — all that is faithful in friend- 
ship — all that is wise in counsel — 
all that is long-sufiering in ^patience, 
all that is Ijalmy, soothing, and 
healing in the deepest sympathy — 
and its embodiment, its impersona- 
tion is — Jesus. Can we, then, be 
insensible to all this personal attrae- 
tion, and hesitate repairing to His 
feet — telling Him all ? Id addition 
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to what Jesus ia in Himself, there 
is the encoaragemeiit to repiur to 
Him growing out of the covenant 
relations He sust^ns to Has people. 
Apart from His ever^Ioving heart, 
Idndly disposition, and sympathis;- 
ing nature, Jesus is your Brother, 

four Friend, yout Goel, next of 
in. As a Brother, He knows the 
need of His brethren in adversity ; 
as a Friend, He showeth Himself 
fiieiidly; and as next of Itin, He 
has redeemed your soul, and 
bought back your lapsed inheri- 
tance, Nay, more, He is your Ad- 
vocate in heaven, yonr Intercessor 
at the right hand of God, your Re- 
presentative, having ascended up 
on high to take possession ot 
heaven on your behalf, and to pre- 

Eai-e a place for you. Upon His 
eart He wears your name — a pre- 
cious peai'l in the priestly breast- 
plate. And there ia not a moment 
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of time, nor an event of life, nor 
a circum stance of daily history, 
nor a mental or spiritual emotion, 
in Tvliicli you are not borne upon 
tile love, and remembered in the 
ceaseless intercession of Christ, la 
not this enough ? "Wliat more, to 
ivin you to His feet in all the en- 
dearing confidence of one who de- 
lights in every thing, to go and 
t^ Jesus ? Is there another being 
in the universe you can approach 
with such perfect repose of^mmd, 
with such full assurance of heart, 
with an unveiling of every thought, 
emotion, and feeling, eo full, imre- 
served, and confiding ? No ! not 
onel 

His Mediatorial Work. 

TTie medialortcU work of the liori 
Jems constitutes another and as- 
sured ground of our approach. 
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The Ml, complete, and free salva- 
tion whicli He by His obedience 
and death li^ accomplished for sin- 
nera, anticipates every olijectioi], 
and answers every argument grow- 
ing out of our personal and deep 
imworthinesa. Nothing can with- 
stand this plea. When Tve entei 
into His presence — be it as a sinner 
confessing gnilt — ^be it as a penitent 
Bupplicatrag pardon — be it as a 
mouraoc unveiling sorrow — ^be it as 
needy asking grace — or, be it as a 
recipient of mercy offering the sa- 
crifice of praise — we stand upon 
the basis of an Atonement ■which 
meets our case in its most peculiar 
form. It is utterly impossible that 
we can be repulsed. We approach 
Jesna 5)/ Jesus! We "take hold 
of His strength," and a rejection 
of our suit must involve a rejection 
of Himself. We draw near by tho 
way of His cross. We penetrate 
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into His loviDg heart throEgh Hia 
pieroed side. His wounda are our 
"door of hope." We plead EQa 
own merits — bathe in His own 
bJood — enfold us In His own right- 
eousness — and the one name that 
breathes from our lips in its purest 
fragrance and sweetest music is, 
Hia own! — that "name which is 
above every name," Can he deny 
us? Will He reject us? Impos- 
sible ! How shall we more strongly 
put the case ? What more can we 
add to annihilate all yoar doubt 
and fear tonching your recyition, 
if you but arise and come to Jesua? 
Tell me after this statement — justi- 
fied and borne out by every sen- 
tence of revealed truth — who shall 
dare intei^ose or come between your 
soul and Christ ? What echoes of 
the " law's loud thunder," what 
lightning gleams of justice, what 
profound sense of sinfulness, what 
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e to interdict your approacfc 
the Saviour ! The Cross of Calvary- 
clasped Tvithin the ama of fjuth, 
you may challenge the universe 
to forbid your approach to Jesus — 
every foe shall turn pale and shrink 
away. No sin, no curse, no Sataa 
can stand beneath the sacred, so- 
lemn shadow of that cross where 
— impaled, suifering, dying — hung 
the incarnate God. Sooner at the 
bidding of a mortal shall the laws 
of nature, stand still, and this uni- 
verse cease to be ; sooner shall 
Christ vaoate Hia thi-one of glory, 
and God resign the government of 
all worlds and of ah beings, than 
shall a poor penitent, humble, sup- 
plicating sool enter into the pre- 
sence of Jesus, pleading His own 
infinite merits and most precious 
blood, be chilled by coldness, be 
awed by a frown, or be rejected 
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with disdain. Once more, believ- 
ing reader, would we reniiiid you 
that Jesaa your Snrety Head has 
done all for yon, and has left you 
uothing to do but go and tell Him 
aO. He has paid all your great 
debt, annihilated all your innume- 
rable sins, exhausted every particle 
of your tremendous curse, and is 
now set down at the right hand of 
God to seonre by His mteroession, 
and to administer by His gorem- 
ment, the untold blessings pur- 
chased by His blood — can you then 
hesitate and demur ? Approach 
Him, and with the gentlest pressure 
of faith, touch the spmg of His 
heart's love, and eveiy door flies 
open to welcome yoii. 

The Divine Relationship. 

In addition to all this, we have to 
blend the thought of the close and 
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eacfed relationship which bmda 
you to Jesus, on the ground of 
which you are emboldeued to ap- 
proach and tell Him all, Aa a be- 
liever, you are one of the oountlesa 
number ^ven by the Father to 
Jesua. Tou are one of His sheep, 
His brother, His fi-iend. To re- 
ceive you with indifference, or to 
repulse you with scorn, would be 
to trample upon Himself— for we 
are as His brethren, " bone of his 
bone and flesh of his flesh." In 
us, too, He beholds His Father's 
image restored. His owu righteous- 
ness imputed, and our bodies living 
temples of the Holy Ghost. When 
the eye of King Anasnerus lighted 
upon Esther, robed and jewelled 
■with royal splendor, hei person 
found gi'ace in bis sight, and he 
bade her approach. With a com 
phwsency and delight infinitely 
transcending this, does Jes is con 
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template the lieliever as ho enters 
Into the Divioe presence, comely 
■with His comeliness put upon him. 
Extending the symhol of welcome, 
He invites youc approach ; Hia 
heart, responsiye to yom' petition, 
ia prepared, and His power, com- 
mensnrate with your case, ia " able 
to do exceeding abundantly above 
all that we ask or think," O royal 
highway of access ! Opened hy the 
blood and kept open by the mter- 
cession of Christ, the much incense 
of whose merit ascendeth up mo- 
ment by moment before the throne 
— there is not a thought, a feeling, 
or a civcumatance, with which you 
may not go and tell Jesns. 

" Just QS I am — Tiiy lovo unknown 
Ilalh broken ever!/ barrier down. 
How to bs Thine, yea, Thme alone, 
Lamb of God I I come 1" 

Let me remind you, in vindica- 
tion of the gloiy of Immanucl, that 
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Sling and telling Jesus, implies oa 
is pavt, no ignorance of, or in- 
difference to your case. He who 
redeemed ua is God — " God mani- 
fest in the flesh." All persons, all 
things, all events are known to Hitn 
from the end to the beginning. 
When, therefore, you stand in the 
presence chamber of Jesus you 
prefer no request, breathe into His 
ear no sorrow, unveil to Hia eve 
no infirmity, with which, in all its 
most minute detail, He w^ not al- 
ready infinitely better acquainted 
than yourself. Long ere the sad- 
ness had shaded your brow, or a 
tear had dimmed your eye, or the 
burden had pressed your spirit, or 
the perplexity had woven its web 
around your pMh, or the archer had 
bent his bow and winged his shaft 
— Jesus knew it all, had appoinlied 
it all, had anticipated it all. It 
was no surprise to Him ! Precious 
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irutli ! Christ had entwined my 
perplexity with His thoughls, had 
wrapped my grief around Hia 
heart, had provided a paTilion for 
my safety ere a pebble had paved, 
or a clottd had saaded, or a whis- 
per of the storm had breathed over 
my path. " Lord ! thou know- 
est my downsitting and mine up- 
rising ; thou imderstwidest my 
thoughts afar off, thou compassest 
my path and my lying down, and 
art acquainted with all my ways." 
Satisfied with such a feet, cheered 
by snch a truth, animated by such 
a thought, you may unhedtatingly 
advance. into the unknown history 
of another year ; firm in the belief 
that Jesus will be faithM in fulfill- 
ing the promise, " I will bring the 
blind by a way that they knew not; 
I will lead them in paths that they 
have not known ; I will make dark- 
ness light before them, and crooked 
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tilings straight. These thinga will 
I do unto them, and not forsake 
them." 

Let me now "briefly trace a few 
of the nisaiy occasions inwhicli you 
are invited to avail yourself of this 
piivilege. 

Is Sin a Burden 1 

Are you burdened with a sense 
of sin P Go and tell Jesus. There 
is no burden that mortal ever bore 
like this 1 Feel you thia weight ? 
Then there is spiritual sensibility, 
a holy consciousness, a divine life 
in your soul. This is not the mark 
of an unconverted nature. The 
corpse recoils not from its own cor- 
i-uption, nor is the rock sensible of 
its own weight. Ton feel yourself 
1 sinner, your spirit is contrite for 
sin, your heart is broken for sin, 
yonr whole soul is bowed in the 
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dust of self- abliorreiice for sin. 
Then, my reader, there is life, 
spiiutnaJ, divme, deathless life in 
your soul ; and you ai'e just the 
one to go and teU Jesus. To ■whom 
can Tou repair with that burden, 
to ivhom confess that sin, to whom, 
nnyeil that guilt but — Jesjjs ? As 
a sinner you need a Saviour — Jesus 
is your Sariour. As goitty, you 
desire to know how God can par- 
don, justify, and accept you — 
Jesoa, " the brightness of the Fa- 
ther's glory, and the express image 
of his person," is prepared to re- 
concile you to God, and thus bring 
you into perfect peace. "Being 
justified by faith we have peace 
with God, through our Lord Jesus 
Christ." Appointed by God, Jesus 
is the infinite burden-bearer of our 
race. "Surety he hath borne our 
grieft and carried our sorrows. He 
w^ wounded for our transgressions, 
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he was "bvniaeS for our iniquities." 
That bui'Sen yon feel Jesus tore, 
for that sin you mouni Jesus 
BTiffered, for that iniquity you ac- 
knowledge Jesus tied — for that 
gviilt, beneath which yon tremble, 
Jesus died. Go, then, and teil 
Jesus all your sin. To whom can 
you tell it hat to Him ? He " came 
into the world to save sinners.^' 
"Christ died for the imgodly." 
His " blood cleanseth from aU sin." 
HiB "name is Jesus becanse he 
saves." To Him confess all your 
8in. Beneath His cross, watering 
His feet with tears of penitence, 
acknowledge your transgressions — 
unveil your every sin. He knows 
it all, yet would have you tell Him 
all ; withholding, veiling, extenu- 
ating nothing. Only go and tell 
Jesus whai a sinner you are, and 
that vou are emboldened thus to 
come because He has revealed Him- 
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self as sueh a Sai-iour; that it is 
His pardoning mercy — ^His bound- 
less love — His gracious invitation — 
His tender, compasMonate heait, 
that never yet rejected a seeking 
wrner, that warrants yom- coming, 
that draws and woos yoa to His 
feet. Oh ! if instead of brooding 
over your miwortbiness, magnify- 
ing your sins, and lessening His 
most free grace to sinners, you will 
bnt arise and go and tell Jesus, the 
song of the paa-doned would soon 
burst in the sweetest melody from 
your lips. Only go to Jesus — 

" Witli all yoar ana agsunst your God, 
AU yoor sins againet His laws, 
All your ^ns againet His blood. 
All jour Ei """' "'

in^s. "My people are bent to 
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bactaliding from me," ie the mouru. 
ful language of God. " Onr back- 
slidmgs are many," is the peniten- 
tial acknowledgment of the Church. 
Backsliding, as the simple definition 
of the Tvord intimates, is a golnff 
back. " They have gone backward 
and not forward," says the Lord. 
How constantly do we recede in 
the ways of the Lord Jesus, And 
if, through restmning grace, there 
are no outbreaks of sin, there yet 
may be the secret declension of the 
sold, the hidden backsliding of the 
heart, aU concealed from hnman 
eye, yet " open to the eye of him 
with -whom we have to do." Oil 1 
how little vital religion, how little 
of the anointing of the Holy 
Ghost, of the power of real godli- 
ness, is there in the sonla of many 
who yet at the Lord's table so- 
lemnly profess themselves His 1 
"" ' :, my reader, yoii are awa- 
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feened to a sense of your backslid- 
ing from the Lord. Startled by 
the discovery, alarmed at the symp- 
toms, deploring the consequences, 
yon exclaim : "Oh I that it were 
with me as in days that are passed, 
when the candle of the Lord shone 
round about me." You think of 
the " love of your esponsals ;" of 
your " song in the days of your 
youth, in the day when you came 
up out of the land of Egypt ;" of 
the " green pastures and tne still 
waters," and your heart dies with- 
iu you. Be it eo — ^be it that you 
have wandered far from God, and 
that you have fallen hy your iniqui- 
ty; that you have pierced afresh 
the bosom of that Saviour that has 
80 often pillowed your head in 
weakness and grief; yet, go and 
tell Jesus ! There is not in the 
universe a being who can so under- 
stand and sympathize with youi" 
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case aa He. Tell Him bo^ir your 
affections have strayed — how your 
love has chilled — ^how the spiiit of 
prayer has waned in your soul, and 
what ascendency the world, the 
creature, and self have obtained in 
your mind. Take with you wor^a 
and turn to the Lord, say unto 
Him; " Take away all iniquity, and 
receive us gi-aciously." 

In this connection of our re- 
marks, we would venture upon an 
observation which relates closely to 
the happy and holy walk of the 
child of God, How many a be- 
liever in Jesues pursues his Christ- 
ian course with a sad countenance, 
the reflection of a yet sadder heart, 
from the consciousness of the in- 
dwelling evil of his nature perpetu- 
ally exhibiting itself in flaws, and 
failure, and dereliction, to which 
the eye of human affection is blind, 
bnt which to hisoivn inspection are 
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real, palpaWe and aggravatecl — not 
the less Winiliatiiig and abhorrent 
because unkno'wn and unaiispeeted 
by aU but himself. The remedy, 
what is it ? Going and telling 
Jesus I Oh 1 if there be one view 
of this privilege more precious, en- 
dearing, and sacred than another, 
it is the liberty of admitting Jesns 
to the deepest confidence of the 
heart, of unveiling to him thoughts, 
imaginations, and emotions, ■\riiich 
no inducement could persuade us 
to reveal to our most dear and inti- 
mate fi-iend. Bending beneath the 
cross, the eye reposing in faith 
upon the Crucified, there is no heart- 
wandering, no mental emotion, no 
secret so profound, no sorrow so 
delicate, no perplexity so gi-eat, no 
guilt so aggravated which the low- 
'y, penitent heart may not fully and 
reely tell Jesus. It is the over- 
■ ' of this truth that produces so 
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much solitaiy grief in the miiicl^ of 
many of the Lord's people. They 
forget what a Friend, what a Bro- 
ther, whai a Confident, what a Sa- 
vionr they have in Jesus, They i-e- 
fuse to go and tell Him all ; and 
thus, brooding over their failures 
and sins, nnrsmg in loneliness their 
trials and sorrows, their ■' sore i-un- 
neth in the night, and their soul re- 
fttseth to be comforted." 

Ate you 'Walking in Dirtoiesal 

A.S a child of the light walking 
in darkness — go and tell Jesus. 
The path of the believer, though it 
be the only sunny path in hfe, ia 
often shaded and di'eary. There 
are spiritual despondencies and 
mental depressions peculiar to the 
divine life of a Christian. If the 
" Sun of Righteousness" had Ilia 
periods of obscuration, His tempo- 
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rai-y eclipse ivhen IIJs whole soul 
was enshrouded in deep. gloom, it 
is no great marvel that along a sim- 
itar shaded path His disciples should 
travel. The cloud that envelops 
you may be so dense as to ohscure 
every star, and to extinguish every 
■ ray. Yoo can not see Jesus, you 
can not descry a single promise 
npon whioh yoa can rest your soul, 
not a word of Jesus from which 
yon can extract comfoit or gather 
hope. All means fail, and every 
. spring of consolation is dried, and 
you have no evidence of your in- 
terest in the Saviour, of your adop- 
tion into Hia &mily, of your title to 
glory — and you exclaim : " My 
God I my Father! why hast thon 
forsaken me ?" But, hush that 
murmur I God has not forsaken 
you. " Israel ! thou shalt not be 
forgotten of me," is His assuring 
declaration. What is your course ? 
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Go and teU Jesus ! If in the uni- 
verse there is one who can sympa^ 
thiae with this spiritual dartneas it 
is He. Tuiii you in Mth to the 
full sunshine of this Diriae Orb. 
In Ciu-ist's light yon shall see light 
upon all the hidden riches and 
glory of the tingdom of God with- 
in you. Sinful though joa are, 
your soul, renewed wid mhabited 
by the Holy Ghost, presents the 
pencilings and enshrines the gems 
of a Divine Artist, the beauty, 
grandeur, and costliness of which 
are hidden until Jesus shines upon 
it. It is the light flowing from the 
Sun of Righteousness that alone 
can make manifest the work of the 
Holy Spirit in onr souls.

We 
take our sorrow even to a sorrow- 
ing belieyer, and we find his heart 
so charged with his own personal 
trial, hia mind bo perplexed with 
his own anxieties, or his spirit so 
howed under its own concealed de- 
jection, that we shrink from adding 
one dro^ to hia trimmed cup by 
pouring into hia sad heart the sad- 
ness of our own. He is silent of 
his own grief, hut that silence, oh ! 
how expressive!

Ks aptitude and readiness to meet 
and sympathize with it. Go, then, 
bereaved mourner, and present 
your claim to a new-horn relation, 
it may be, to the Incarnate Son of 
God. 



It is possible that you are en- 
tangled within the meshes of a pre- 
sent difficulty, to the unravelment 
of which no clue presents itself, 
and from ■which there appears no 
way of escape. Human ingenuity 
is baffled, creature strength fails, 
!ill eai-thly means are exhausted, 
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and you are at your wUa' eiicL Be- 
holii your remedy, how near, how 
simple — go and teU Jesus. Take 
yo«r difficulty and spread it before 
tiie Lord, Your appeal to His com- 
passion, and your believing reliance 
upon His promise, wU! secure on 
your behalf infinite -wisdom amd 
omnipotent stren^b. Listen to 
the diviiie declaration, simple fait> 
in which will raise you above you' 
circumstances; "Behold, lam the 
Lord, the God of all flesh : ia any 
thing too hard /or me?" Then, 
what is yonr present entanglement, 
great though it be, to Him, " wtt> 
whom nothing is impos^ble" ? If 
a moment, and by a way transcend 
ing all your thoughts and concep 
tjons, He can " pluck your feet oaf 
of the net," and bring you into ff 
" large place where there ia n» 
Straituesa." Pore not despairingly 
over your obstacles, faint not imdei 
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your adversity, sit not down, 
stunned and paralyzed, upon the 
Btone of difficulty, asking, " Who 
will roll it away?" — here is your 
effectttal remedy, adopt it in faith 
and you shall be delivered — go and 
tell Jesus. Enlist Him on your 
side, retain Him as your Cotmaellor, 
honor Him by committing your 
case to His still, power, and wil- 
lingness, and He will guide you 
through all the intricacies of yoar 
portion, making the rough path 
smooth, and the crooked path 
straight. Jesus has power to res- 
cue you from all your entangle- 
ments. He can level the mountain, 
lift up the valley, roU aside tha 
rock, and cleaj your way to an 
equitable, honorable, and happy ad- 
justment of all your worldly diffi- 
culties. Only make use of Him. 
Only honor Him. Only confide in 
Him. Only call upon Him. All 
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heai'ta ave in lEs band, all n 
ai'e at Hi3 ooramaiid, all agencies 
are at His disposal ; nothing is im 
possible with Jesus but to <ieny 
Himself — this He com not do.

Tell Jeeus Every Thing. 
What more shall wo say ? We 
will sum up all in a few words — Go 
and tell Jesaa every thing, yoa 
have much to disclose — tell Him all. 
Tell Him of tbe world's woundings, 
of the saints' smitingSjOf theepint's 
tremblings, and of the heart's aa- 
guish. Tell Him your low fi'ames, 
your mental despondencies, your 
gloomy fears, beclouded evidenoef 
and veiled hope. Tell Him you' 
bodily infirmities — yo«r waning 
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health, failing vigor, progi'easira 
diae^e — the pain, the lassitude, the 
nervouBness, tbe weaiy couch, the 
sleeplesa pillow, which no one knows 
but Him. TeU Him of vour di-ead 
of death, how you recoil from dy- 
ing, and how dacb and rayless ap- 
pears the body's last restiag-place. 
Tell Him how ail beyond it looks so 
dreaiy, starless, hopeless. Tell Him 
you fear you do not know Him, love 
llim, believe in Him. TeU Him that 
there ia not a being in the imiverse 

whom yon desire as Himself, Tell 
Him all the temptations, the diffi- 
culties, the hidden trials and sorrows 
of your path — tell, oh! tell Him a?// 
There is nothing that yon may not 
in the cooiidenoe of love, and in the 
simplioity of fdth, tell Jesua — no 
temporal want — ^no spiritual soitow. 
" Cnsting all your care upon him, 
for he caretli for you." " Ye peo- 
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pie, pour out your heart before 
him !" Tell Him your desolateiiesa 
as a widow — your friendlessnesa aa 
an orphan — your sadness and soli- 
tude as one whose heart is over- 
whelmed within you. Go, and lose 
yourself in the love of Jesus — hide 
you in the wounds of Jesas — wasli 
you in the blood of Jesna — replen- 
ish yon from the fullness of Jesua, 
and recline upon the bosom of Jesus. 
Think not this a weak, sentimental 
Christianity to which we are urg- 
ing you. We know no other than 
this — ^no other which so appeals to 
the intellect, as to the most sacred 
feelings and affections of the heart. 
Thia telling Jeans every thing in 
our individual history — this recog- 
nition of Hia government in all our 
ways, and this reliance upon His 
power and love in all our circum- 
stances — is the legitimate employ- 
ment of a faith at once the sublim- 
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est exercise of the mind as it is the 
loveliest and holiest impulse of tho 
heart. Here is a faith that recedes 
from the objects of sense, and "be- 
holds Him that is invisible j" that 
quits the region of illusiona and 
shadows, and entwines itself with 
infinite realities ; that carries all the 
interests and relations, responsibili- 
tiea and accountabilities of time 
iuto the solemn, awful, and unalter- 
able dedsion of eternity. In urging 
you, Ofaristian reader, to the exer- 
cise of a privilege of personal con- 
tact and close transaction with 
Jesus, we have but endeavored to 
simplify a principle, in its applica- 
tion to all the minutiss of life, the 
divinest, loftiest, and sublimest that 
can possibly task the powers of the 
human soul. All the splendor of 
human philosophy, science, and 
prowess, pales before the morsJ 
grandeur which gathers, hke a halo, 
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around a mortal man reposing at 
the feet of the luoarnate God — un- 
veiling his whole soul in all the 
childl^e confidence of a faith that 
graspa Jehovah. At this focal point 
mast meet the profound philosopher 
and the untutored peasant ; the 
matured man and the little child — 
all taught, eoanselled, and supplied 
at the feet of Jesus. 

It only remains that we hriefly 
glance at the sandifying infimnce 
Biis operation of faith must natu- 
rally exert. 

Intimacy with Christ, 

The first result to which we re- 
fer is, the close inUmaey iciti 
Christ which the habit cultivates. 
Human society will illastrate this. 
It is close intercourse with onr fel- 
low-beings that removes ignorance, 
dissolves prejudice, and unseals in 
our hearts the hidden springs of 
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confldenee, affection, and sympatliy, 
How many of the Lord's people 
stand aloof from cmA other's so. 
ciety simply from not knowing ona 
another. Did believers in the Lord 
Jesns more frequently meet in coun- 
cil, in seiTice, in communion, how 
soon and entirely would the cold- 
ness, the party-fipirit, the jealoasies, 
the eiToneoua impressions vanish 
which now, alas ! divide the body 
of Christ, all whoso members are 
"membem one of another." Know- 
ing each other better, they would 
love each other more ; and loving 
each other more, there would be 
more ready concession made to the 
freedom of judgment and the cMms 
of conscience. The clergy of the 
various sections of the Christian 
Churoh stand too wide apart from 
each other simply because they do 
not know each other. And if tho 
shepherds are thus sundered, it is 
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00 marvel that the slieep ai'e di- 
vided ! The Church of Chmt is 
ess&itiaUy one, why should she not 
be visibly one ? Inseparable from 
Christ, why ahonld we be separated 
from ea«h other ? With*aii essen- 
tial unity of faith, why should we 
not all unite in excludinj; nncharit- 
ablene^ ? Oh ! if the Lord's peo- 
ple — losing sight of every badge 
bat Christian, and of every name 
but Christ — were to mingle more 
frequently, confidingly, and prayei-- 
fuliy together, how much more 
would they fiud of assimilation, of 
sympathy, and affection — how much 
less to sunder, eepai'ate, and cen- 
sure, and how much more to admire, 
love, and imitate in eaoh other than 
they had any conception of. "I 
believe in the communion of saints" 
— would then be, not a cold, heart- 
less, unfaoheving acknowledgment 
of a oroedjbut the sincere, glowing 
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avowal of a fact ! Apply this to 
our intercourse witli Jesus. II. 
would be impossiHe for us to culti- 
vate the habit of telling Him every 
sin, every sorrow, every temptation, 
every trial, in a word, eveiy inci- 
dent of every hour of our daUy bis- 
toiy, and not increase in a know- 
ledge of Christ. We should then 
" grow up into Ohrist in all things." 
The flower absorbs the light, the 
heat, the dr, the dew, and so m^n- 
tains its vitality, unfolds its beauty, 
and breathes its fragrance. It is 
by a similar absorption of Chilst 
into our souls that we grow, be- 
coming vigorous, holy, and fruitful, 
" He that dwelieth in me and I in 
him the same biingeth forth much 
fruit ; for without me ye can do 
nothing," Oh ! bow endeared will 
Christ become, and God our Father 
in Him, by this habit of going and 
telling Jesus every thing. The 
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more frequently we go to Jesus tho 
more intimately we aha]! know Him ; 
and the moru intimately we know 
Him, the more ardently shall we 
lore, eelf-denyingly eeiTe, and close- 
ly resemble Him. Oh! how close, 
confiding, and endearing will yonr 
intimacy, become by this habit of 
going and telling Him every thing ! 
How will His gloiy, loveliness, and 
excellence unfold to your admiring 
eye. , Day by day, and hour by 
hour, each exigence of its history 
will reveal stronger reason where- 
fore you should admire, love, trust, 
and glorify Christ. Language can 
not describe how growmgly pre- 
eioas He will become to yom- soul ; 
how more intensely your heart's 
affections will claisp and fe-mly en- 
twine around Him, yonr whole soul 
striving day by day to please and 
glorifyHimhere, longing to be with 
Him that you might see and enjoy 
Him hereafter forever. 
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Tlie strengthening of Fnitli. 

This habit, too, will greatly tend 
to the nourishing and strengthening 
of faith. It is Mth that tafees ua 
to Jesus, and each fl-esh act of faith 
invigorates the divine principle. 
Faith, taMng every thing to Christ, 
and bringing back every thing from 
Christ, by this process "gi'oweth 
exceediBgly." Would you, my 
reader, have a faith powerfal and 
atalyart, a fiuth that can slay the 
vauating foe 'with a pebble and a 
eling, that demurs not at probabili- 



leans upon Him with whom all 
things are possible, then you must 
have close transactions with Jesas, 
the "Author and Finisher of your 
faith." The eaglet's eye acijuires 
strength of vision by gamng upon 
the sun — thus will your eye of faith 
be strengthened by " looking unto 
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Jesas," the " Sun of Righteoua- 
Bess," in everything, and /i»* every 

This habit of oontinEous applica- 
tion to the Lord JesaswiU Tee^your 
heart as an evergreen planted by the 
water-courses. The springs of its 
devotion ■will be kept pure and flow- 
ing ; its affections fresh and ascend- 
ing. My reader, true godliness has 
its empire in the heart. As a man's 
heart, so ia he. It ia the moral 
msunspring of the soul — it regulates 
and governs the whole man. Oh ! 
watch with eleeplesa vigilance, 
with the most prayei-ful intei-est^ 
the power of godliness in your 
heart. Let other religions profes- 
601-S, if they will, split haira and 
solve abstract problems in theology. 
Let them speculate and refine, 
spending their energies and time in 
upraising but the scaffolding of the 
building — let the religion of others 
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more conalsfc in fiivoloas conversa- 
tion, Iieartless levity, and unholy 
gossip about preachers and preach- 
ing, churches and societies — criti- 
aising, fault-finding, condemning — 
witli you, my Christian reader, let 
the one, grand, momentous, ahsorb- 
mg matter be — the religion of God 
in your soul — the making sure work 
for eternity. A religious professor 
may talk about ministers and 
ohnrohes, and parishes, and socie- 
ties all his life, and be lost forever ! 
Alas 1 alas ! it is with a mournfd 
and solemn conviction of its truth 
we pen it — the religion of thon- 
sanda, and of tens of thousands, has 
no more spiritual vitality than this I 
Why is it that in the professing 
Church of Gtod there is so mncb 
VMn conversation, idle, worldly 
gossip — so much evil-speaking and 
backbiting — so much censorions- 
ness, suspicion, and condemnbg ? 
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Alas ! it is "beeaase tliere exists so 
little real, Christ-like godlioeas in 
those who profess it. WLy is it 
that there is so little of the meek- 
ness and geotleaess of Christ, of tlie 
spirit of charity, kindness, and for- 
bearance — the taking the low place 
— the refusal to ^oin others in nurl- 
ing the missile, in uncovering the 
infirmity, and in inflaming the 
wound of a Christian brother or 
sister ? alas ! it is because innlti- 
tudea who, though professing His 
name, have no close, heart-traosae- 
tiona with Jesus. The more closely 
you deal with Christ, the more 
faithfully yoa will deal with your- 
se?/", and the leas inclination and 
time you will have to deal with 
others. Yon will feel that to " save 
yoursdf," were a matter sufficiently 
momentous to absorb every feeling, 
and thought, and moment ; and 
that, having made sure of thi?, all

the time and energy and sympathy 
yon have to spate ■would find its 
appropriate work in endeaTormg to 
" save others." How is it, then, 
wth you, my reader ? Is that 
kingdom of Jesus, whioh " coraeth 
not with obsei-vatioa," which "con 
sisteth not In meats and in drinks, 
but in righteousness, joy, and peaoe 
in the Holy Gliost," dwelling, ad- 
vancing, ascending in you ? Are 
YOU a living soul — enshrining a liv- 
ing Christ — yielding in your life the 
frnit of a living faith, and cherish- 
ing a living hope of life eternal f 
WhsXi present transactions have yon 
with Jesas — ^in your closet, by the 
wayside, in your families, and amid 
the din and conflict of your worldly 
calling ? This will be the test and 
gauge of the reality and depth of 
your Christianity — your person^ 
palings with Christ, 
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Honoiing Jesiis. 
The crowning lilussmg accruing 
from this sacred privilege is — the 
praise, honor, and fflori/ it will 
bring to Jesus. To aeeure this as 
its end were worth embarldng in 
any labor, with any self-denial, an3 
at any cost. To plant oae gem in 
His crown — to blend one note in 
the anthem of His praise — to add 
one beam to the smi of His glory — 
oh ! ten thousand lives spent, ten 
tlioasand deaths endured, were as 
nothing ! Conceive, if it be possi- 
ble, what a continuous revenue of 
glory is aocruing to Jesus from 
your oonatant habit of conferiing 
with Him — communing with Him — 
drawing from Him in all the minute 
concerns of daily life. Each occa- 
sion that you repair to confess at 
His cross — to draw from His full- 
ness — to lay your grief upon His 
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Bympathy — to confide in His ooun- 
Bel — to repose in His lore, and to 
spread around you tlie adamant 
shield of His power, you place a 
fresh diadem upon His head — ^tbat 
head that will ere lopg appear in 
the clonda of heaven, wearing and 
radiant with His "many crowns," 

Live in the constant expectation 
of soon seeing Him foce to face — 
■!0OTersing with whom here below, 
cheered, beguiled, and sweetened 
many a weary stepof yonr Christ- 
ian pilgrimage. That moment is 
speeding on. In a little while and 
aJl that now wounds and ruffles, 
tempts and pollutes, will have dis- 
appeared like the foam upon the 
billow, and you shall eternally re- 
pose your weary soul in the bosom 
of J esus. 

"AlUtlo while to wear the robe of Badness, 
To walkwiUi weary feet through thucnj 
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Then to pouc forth tlie fragrant oil of 

And clasp the girdle round the robe of 
praise." 

Are you, reader, entering npon 
thj New Year still nnconverted f 
OL I we beseech you, begin it viith 
coutrition, confession, and prayer at 
t'lie Cross, Dare not to add ano- 
ther year of impenitence, iinbeJief, 
ancl eiu to the many which have 
gene before to judgment. Seek 
the " washing of regeneration," 
which is, " the renewjngof the Holy 
Gliost," without which you can not 
enter into the kingdom of glory. 
Seek it with all your heart, and 
seek it Nffw. 

Forward, believer in Christ, to 
the toilfl, duties, and trials of another 
stage of life's jouniey ! Christ is 
enough for them all , and Christ will 
be with yon in them all, and Christ 
will triumphantly conduct you 
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through them all. Be^ your year 
— telling Jesus ; coiitiuue it — tell- 
ing Jesus ; close it — telling Jesna- 
Imitate the early Christiana, who, at 
the termination of their day of 
labor, " gathered themselpcfi unto 
Jesus, and told Mm aU things, both 
what they had done, and what they 
had tanght." Tell Jesus you have 
no graee but what He communi 
nates — no strength but what He 
gives — no love but what He inspires 
— no sympathy but what He vouch- 
safes. Then will come Hia sweet 
and instant rcsDonso : " Dost thou 
nang upon mc, my loved disciple, 
for all ? Then ali benediction shall 
be thine, and thine forever I" 

One word ere we close. Do not 
dishonor the Lord by repairing to 
human counsel and sympathy first, 
and failing, then betake yourself to 
Him. Many Christians are ruled 
by this principle of matiiig Chrisf 
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gecondary and subordinate to tlia 
creature, greatly to their own loss 
and Hia discredit. But in all things, 
in all teaching, in all service, in all 
obedience, yea, in all your ways, 
give Jesus the prominence. Ho 
asks it — expects it — and is most 
worthy of it. €rO and tell Jesus 
/Irat. Make Him your confident 
before the creature. The bereaved 
disciples betook them to no mere 
human sympathy, Thoy went sad 
and lonely from the grave of their 
Master to the bosom of their Lord, 
and buried their sorrow in His lov- 
ing, sympathizing heart. Imitate 
their Ctkrist-honoi-ing example. Ers 
you take counsel of man, or ask 
sympathy of friendship — ere you 
confer and conunnnicate with the 
dearest and nearest earthly friend — 
go and tell Jeeaa. Thus confiding 
IQ Him, He wiU return your confi- 
dence a thousandfold. Pleased with 
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
